Almost doe north seme 1000 miles 
from this Mesabi ramge lies ‘an im- 
mense deposit of iran oxide, the oro 
perty of the Edmonton Coal and Iron 
Companv of Edmontan. It is located 
near Edmonton fh Northern Alberta 
not far from the Canadan Northern 
Railread and close to the route of 
the Gragd Trunk Pacific, besides 
which it is within eight miles of the 
Saskatibhewan river which is aavi- 
gable, amd ie comnected by wagon 
roads to Edmonton.
